Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show the 
threads of the inner conductor and the nut as described in the specification in a readable 
manner. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed 
invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The limitation "electrodes being disposed on the exterior of the probe such 
that in use the electrodes can be brought into contact with tissue simultaneously" added to claim 
1 in the amendment of 12/22/2005 is new matter. The limitation "threaded portion and abutting 
a portion of said hand portion" of the current amendment is new matter. 

Claim 1 cites the limitation that the inner conductor is under tensile stress and the outer 
conductor is under compression stress. This limitation is supported in the specification in the 
summary portion, yet has no specifics as to how this is accomplished or implemented. While 
the Applicant has provided interpretation of how the structure accomplished this in the 
arguments, such details are not included in the original written description. 

Claim 1 cites that the inner conductor is designed to increase the flexural stiffness of the 
probe arrangement between the probe tip and the hand portion. This limitation is supported in 
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the specification in the summary portion, yet has no specifics as to how this is accomplished or 
implemented. No specific structure is positively disclosed to support the limitation. 

Claim 2 cites a force-locking and/or positively-locking connection that connects the inner 
conductor to the hand portion and also to the probe tip. This limitation is supported in the 
specification in the summary portion, yet has no specifics as to how this is accomplished or 
implemented. No specific structure is positively disclosed to support the limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

Claims 1-3 and 5-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent 6,134,476 to Arndt et al. in view of U.S. Patent 6,878,147 to Prakash etal. Arndt 
discloses a coaxial probe arrangement (700) in figure 7 with inner (710) and outer (706) 
conductors ("metal tubes") with annular insulation/tube (708) between and first (702, "tip") and 
second external (716, "shaft") electrodes, as well as a hand portion (704 - "insulation jacket", 
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handle, also see figure 5)with first and second blind bores (region D3 where 710 rests and the 
distal most area where 702 rests, respectively - also the first bore is inherently able to pass a 
"spring wire"). Region D1 and D2 includes transverse bores (in which 720 and 722 rest). 
Design placement of inner conductor (710), which is metallic, inherently provides an increased 
flexural (bending) stiffness of the probe (700). Arndt discloses saline (col. 23:19-23, inter alia), 
which can be of varying concentrations including those concentrations of lesser conductivity, 
anticipating claim 19. Arndt et al. does not disclose threaded portions to connect the probe with 
the hand portion. Prakash et al. disclose a high strength antenna wherein a distal portion and a 
proximal portion are connected in a manner to compress (Col. 7, lines 50-55) a junction portion 
(Fig. 3, # 62) while placing an inner conductor under a tensile force (Col. 8, lines 1-10). The 
distal end is disclosed as screwing onto a threaded inner conductor to provide the strength, thus 
teaching the use of such screw connections to place the inner conductor under tensile. A skilled 
artisan would look for screw means for fastening the proximal end as well. It would have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art to use the threaded inner conductor as taught by Prakash et al. 
in the probe of Arndt et al. to strengthen the probe as suggested by Prakash et al.
